These were 
owned by the farmer in each case and 
the. work was conducted in a manner 
quite within the reach of all other 
farmers who own, or could own, 
sheep. Interest on the capital invest- 
ed in the flock and the cost of feed 
were in each case deducted from the 
receipts. In every instance substantial 
net profits were made, the average 
being within a few cents of $39.00 per 
flock per year, or $3.50 per head. 
Leading sheep papers of the United 
States are forécasting good times for 
sheep men, and they do not seem far 
wrong; when it is considered that dur 
ing the war there will doubtless be 
thousands of sudep destroyed in Bur- 
op®, it would seem to be an opportune 
time for those contemplating entering 
upon. the breeding o sheep to get‘a 
few breeding ewes and start a lock.
